Finger-Prints And Disease 


German Scientist Makes A Most 
Important Discovery 

*. Prospect of the study of finger- 
prints completely~ revolutionizing 
methods of attack on disease seems 
probable in the near future through 
the discoveries of Professor Hein- 
rich Poll, German scientist. After 27 
years of research it is claimed that 
he has arrived at results that have 
astonished experts who had thought 
of finger-prints merely in terms of 
crime detection. 

Professor Poll has treated thous- 
ands of cases and it has been Te- 


vealed that people suffering from cer-| 


tain diseases had similarly character- 
istic finger-prints, and that the same 
is true of different classes of healthy 
subjects. The direction of the cam+ 
paign against cancer, tuberculosis 
and other diseases may, the profes- 
sor thinks, be profoundly influenced 
by the new material which he has 
collected. 

“I began my inquiries when I was 
working in mental asylums,” said 
Professor Poll. During an outbreak 
of a disease, which afflicts children’s 
limbs, it was discovered after many 
finger-prints had been observed, that 
they were of the same group. 

“We concluded that disease is 


directly reflected in- finger-prints: 


and it would be possible to say that 
some persons will be likely to de- 
velop a disease. One could say of a 
newly born child that it would have 


such and such a chance of develop- 


ing or not developing a disease. The 
same principle could be applied to 
any disease—cancer, tuberculosis and 
the rest, The scope is enormous.” 
As a result of Professor Poll's visit, 
the anthropological study of finger- 
prints, as apart from criminology, is 
to be introduced into this country.

Abuses In Business 
Hon. H. H. Stevens Does Not De- 
nounce Capitalist System 
“T’m not protecting selfish, avarici- 
ous and greedy men who are operat- 
ing under the capitalist system, but 
I am not going to denounce that sys- 
tem because some under it do things 
they should not do and that are not 
fundamental to the system,” Hon. H. 
H. Stevens, minister of trade and 
commerce, stated in an address at 

Nelson, B.C. 

Who are the capitalists? he asked. 
And replied to his own question: 
“Every farmer who has a _ fence 
around a piece of land and owns 
some implements and stock. So is 
the. garage-keeper who has some 
tools. Or the grocer, or the dry 
goods merchant, or anyone who pos- 
sesses anything with which to per- 
form service.” 

One of the largest outgrowths of 
capitalism was the insurance com- 
panies. But of their total earnings, 
only two and one-half per cent, went 
to stockholders. There were more 
than 2,000,000 life insurance policies 
in force in Canada which would be 
wiped out if capitalism were arbi- 
trarily abolished. 

Of much the same nature were the 
banks. The money they loaned was 
made up of an infinite number of in- 
dividual deposits by Canadian citi- 
zens, the bank capital being only a 
very small proportion. Every de- 
positor was a capitalist. 

While defending individual owner- 
ship and. liberty of action under 
which, he said, the average Canadian 
qualified as a capitalist, Mr. Stevens 
condemned such businesses as had 
used their opportunities to become 
wealthy through unfair competition 
and by abuse of the producers or the 
workers,

Inventor Of Photography 


Process Of Henry Fox Talbot Dates 
From 1835 


Among inventors who have revolu- 
tionized life, Henry Fox Talbot of 
Lacock, England, is less well remem- 
bered than he should be, although, by 
means of patents, he took peculiar 
pains to establish the priority of his 
inventions’ over those of Daguerre. 
His centenary thus has particular in- 
terest. His earliest result dates from 
1835, but he did not learn to “de- 
velop” until 1840. Progress continued 
to be slow and it is uncommon to 
come across photographs of more 
than experimental interest until 
Roger Fenton took a@ camera out to 
the Crimea in 1855.

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Some Startling Facts About The New 
Queen Of The Seas 


The name of the. new Cunard 
White Star superliner now known as 
No. 534 will be divulged 24 hours be- 
fore the hull slips down the ways at 
Clydebank, Scotland. Queen Mary, 
attended by King George V., will 
launch the néw steamer. The ship 
will be at least 1,018 feet Jong and 
register 73, or more tons. 
She will cross the Atlantic from Eng- 
land and France in four days. The 
cost of the superliner has been esti- 
mated at $30,000,000. The vessel will 
have 11 decks, one the first class 
promenade being 750 feet long, just 35 
feet less than the entire length of the 
Mauretania. She will be five times 
the length of the original Cunarder, 
the Britannia. The height to the 
masthead will be 250 feet. The rud- 
der will weigh 163 tons. The Aqui- 
tania’s is but half this weight. The 
steel plates range from 8 feet in

Thousands Of German Professors 
Seek Work In Foreign Countries 


Some 7,500 academic and profes- 
sional refugees from Nazi Germany 
are now attempting to create a new 
existence for themselves in foreign 
countries, the New York Emeregency 
Committee in Aid of Displaced Ger- 
man Scholars reveals. It is declaréd 
that “of all classes affected by the 
National-Socialist revolution in Ger- 
many, the academic and the profes- 
sionals have suffered the most.” 

A high commission for refugees 
coming from Germany is co-ordinat- 
ing the work in various countries. 
Sixty German scholars have been 
placed in American institutions of 
higher learning. More than 1,300 
German scholars have been displaced, 
of whom 600 to 700 have or will 
shortly emigrate. Between 5,200 to 
5,500 professional people have left 
Germany and 1,500 to 1,600 of the 
7,000 - German’ university students 
forced to quit their studies have 
sought refuge outside Germany.

Methods Of Home Canning 


The One-Period Cold Pack Meets 
“With Favor: 

One of the principal. methods of 
home canning is the one-period cold- 
pack. It isso called because the un- 
cooked or partly cooked food is pack- 
ed into’a jar and-covered’ with some 
liquid; such .as syrup or water, and 
both jar and its contents are heated 
simultaneously by boiling water or 
steam. This method may be used for 
all fruits and. vegetables, and is 
‘recommended for home use by the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
in a bulletin dealing with the various 
methods of preserving fruits and 
vegetables in the home; The one- 
period cold-pack is a very simple pro- 
cess and completely sterilizes, inas- 
much as the product is placed in 
sterilized jars which are closed dur- 
ing the cooking process. In this way 
the organisms in the pack are killed 
and access by any bacteria from the 
ir and other outside sources is rén- 
dered impossible. The appearance of 
the finished product is superior, as 
each berry or slice remains intact. 
There is no crushing, the flavour, 
colour, and texture retaining their 
natural condition.

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Apples In Egypt — 
Egypt Fourth Largest Consumer Of 
Canadian Fruit 

It appears that centuries were to 
pass and the pyramids crumble and 
decay before Egypt, the ever-old and 
ever-young, knew the delectability of 
hangs Canadian apple. Indeed, until two 
or three years ago Hgypt’ was en- 
tirely neglected by Canadian apple 
growers, but as soon as the Canadian 
apple became known Egypt it became 
the fourth largest consumer of that 
popular Canadian fruit. The quality 
of the Canadian apple is supreme, 
and, had an ancient Pharaoh of All 
the Egypts been able to introduce it 
into his realms, that masterstroke 
would have been a feather in his 
duplicated hat. 

The value of the exports of Cana- 
dian apples to Egypt in 1933 touch- 
ed the high level of $135,177. This

The Horse Price Cycle 


Prices Of Horses Expected To Con- 
tinue To Rise For Some Time 
When the purcnasing power of any 
kind of livestock is calculated for a 
long series of years, it is found that 
there are fairly definite recurring 
cycles of purchasing power with a 
reasonable degree of periodicity, that 
is, in length of timing from peak: to 
peak or trough to trough of the 
waves. According to Professor E. C. 
Hope of the University of Saskatche- 
wan, the decline in horse prices, con- 
trary to general opinion, was not due 
to the increase in the use of tractors, 
but rather. to the relatively high price 
for horses prevailing from 1910 to 
1915. The tractor has not eliminated 
the price cycle of horses, it has only 
modified it. The recent low period of 
the horse cycle has been rather 
longer than usual because the coun- 
try was becoming adjusted. to 
permanently smaller number of 
horses. The horse cycle has definitely 
turned. Good work horses are again 
becoming scarce and it will be some 
years before breeders can keep up 
with the demand. Immediately a 
little more .aoney flows into the 
hands of farmers, a sharp rise is to 
be expected in horse prices. If the 
general commodity price level should 
continue to rise, horge prices will rise 
faster. The purchasing power of 
horses should continue to rise until 
about the year 1937. The return of 
tractors to more general use for field 
work will not change this situation.

Taking periods of time, such as 10 
years, moisture and precipitation 
records and velocity of winds have 
not changed greatly, but. intensive 
agricultural development has chang- 
ed their effect on the prairies. 

Farming operations, he says, have 
gone on, until much of the crust has 
been done away. with, the sod turned 
to the sun, and then the sweeping 
winds have started soil drifting, or 
in other words the development of 
agriculture since prairie settlement 
has turned the prairies at this time 
into a potential desert. 

As to the cost of the project, Mr. 
Beaven points out that it would not 
cost more than outlays for relief on 
the- prairie to date, and that 90 per 
cent. of the outlay would go direct 
to the farmer for labor. 

Mr. Beaven has observed that cer- 
tain protected areas around farm 
homes in dried-out Saskatchewan 
during the past five years have pro- 
duced more of necessities and susten- 
ance,-then all the rest of the farm.--- 
Regina Leader-Post.
